1, On 22 June I. escorted General Johnson to CATIPE Headquarters to call on 
OT3LITI end receive a briefing oq CATIGE; Johnson’s visit van in response to an 
invitation from TTTILITr, Major Ray Clark, the Army Liaison Officer at 'MLB, vas 
also present* • . 

2* Before going to CATIDE I bribed Johnson for about fifty minutes In cy 
office. The min points covered were CATIDE organization and respons Ibllitlen 
in the military intelligence field* CL then briefed Johns cxi for about five 
minutes ya, tbe 6 taybchind Program, d Z2 ' spoke for another five minutes 
on the cCATXBE military intelligence product* Johnson van very interested In . 
everything ve told him and ashed a number of pertinent questions* ,

5* General Johnson then asked about the tXTXDF Staybehiud Program end.. the < 
extent • to . which these Stay behind assets could be plugged into KATO . coanml cations 
channels* UTILITY buzzed Hols, vhn appeared iamdiately and provided answers to 
Johnson’s questions* In essen.ee, Holm that in case of var CATITE- liaison 
groups would bo attached to CENTaO and KOmw?, and that these croups would Lave 
direct rntfto communication vlth CATIEK’g tactical . Staybehlnd agents, jCATIEE’g 
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strategic Staybohind aseeta, as veil os their K & E networks, would cone up on tac 
olx later and commmicate with CATTDE } headquarters , Johnson acemed very impressed 
with the CATIDE Staybohind 'Trogram and said he planned to study in greater detail 
the Arqy'e plans for exploiting It. 

6. Jotaaoo, Major Clark and I then left UTILITr'B office and wsnt to the 
CATIDE Conference Room. There a briefing was presented by ®mu and USynast of 
the Military Evaluation. ;; Wagner vaa present for port of this briefing but only 
in the role of listener. j 

7* The first part of the briefing was spent oa the organization of the 
Military Evaluation. The only new topic included waa the Indications Center *hich 
is to-be attached to the Chief of Military Evaluation. Then the discussion moved 
to the functions and responsibilities of the Military Evaluation. Special esqphaslB 
vas laid cn the fact that the German rdlitary services do' not have any collection. .. 
responsibilities except far a limited one In the electronics field, end th&t. CATIDE 
is almost solely responsible for both collection and evaluation. 

8. Grau ^nd Kyuast then got into substantive topico end a lively exchange of 
views took place between then and Johnson. The specific points 4 * covered wore the 
following: 



a. Cocnbat strength of the GSFG. CAT IDE -jell eves the GSFG is at 100 
percent cocfoat strength end completely prepared for field operations. Johnson's 
analysts believe the GSHJ is at only 85 percent strength and would need reinforce- 
ments, from the Soviet Union before mdertafcing combat operations. Both sides agreed 
that quaHtativcOy the OSRJ is superior to any other body of Soviet troops . 

b. FROG- rockets assigned to the NVA. Both CAT IDE and USAKEOR have some 
evidence of this but nothing conclusive. 

c. Organization of the Czech Army. ;CATIDE believes that a fourth field 
amy, probably a tank army, is being formed. They believe the fourteen division*! 
in the Czech Army are about one-third under strength but could be brought to full 
strength in. a very short time. They consider the Czech mobilization system an 
.excellent one. 

<5U Changes in' the training cycle of tho G3FG. The first period of the 
GSRJ training cycle - winter exercises - took place several weeks earlier in 19^4 
them during prc r l oua years. However, the second training period began later than 
usual end the third period has not even begun. Neither CATTDE nor Johnson had 
any explanation of these changes.
